In claim 25 line 6 -in a sidewall of the hub and — has been inserted between "port" and 
"in communication". 

In claim 29 line 3 -in a sidewall of the hub and — has been inserted between "port" and 
"in communication". 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-22 and 25-31 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The prior art fails to teach a catheter device that includes, among all the limitations, a port 
in a sidewall of the hub and in communication with a lumen of the hub, a deformable sealing 
material disposed in the port and a cord running from the distal portion of the shaft through the 
shaft and then through the deformable sealing material. 

The prior art most similar is to Slanda et al (USPN 6,699,233). However, Slanda fails to 
teach the deformable sealing material being disposed in the port which is in a sidewall of the 
hub. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
